Inquest Over Football Victim. 

The inquest over the bedy of the dead 
player Was held at the residence of the boy's 
father, Jesse V. Wise, 860 North Scoville 
avenue, Oak Park. John Cranmier was the 
principal witness. He is captain of the 
team and described the play in which Wise 
was killed. 

Head Coach Lewis Omer, a former Uni- 
versity of Illinois man, also testified. 

“There was no fault with Wise’s condi- 
“TI felt him over after he 
was hurt and he was as hard as a board. 
It was just the game of football.” 

Omer announced later that he never would 
have anything to do with football again. 

“T have argued for it in the way all en- 
thusiasts do,” he said, “ but when I saw that 
dead boy lzst night I made up my mind that 
the game was not worth the price.” 

Assistant Coach Louis Benezet, a Dart- 
mouth man, expressed the same decision. 


Plea by Heartbroken Father. 


After the inquest was ended the heart- 
broken father approached Principal. John 
C. Hanna of the high school 

* Stop football, step ft,” he gaia in an agon- 
ized voice. “It has cost my son’s life. Others 
will be killed. It ig @ great price to pay, but 
if it will In any way stop the game 1 shall 
feel better.” 

Mr. Hanna agreed with him. It is not prob- 
able the Oak Park board of education will 
find it nece@sary to take any steps on the 
matter. 

All questions of athietics have been left to 
the principal there in the past, and all the 
students, from the star players of the first 
team to the scrubs in the eighth grade, have 
decided to stop. 


Whole Village Is Aroused. 


Oak Park is aroused as it has not been over 
any question since automobile scorching 
came up, and there were deaths through that 
evil. There is not a motherin the village who 
would allow her boy to put on a football suit 
today. There is not a father in the town but 
condemns the game now. Principal Hanna 
voices the general sentiment In thtse words: 

“One death is toofreat a price to pay for 
all the advantages that ever have been urge 
in behalf of the game. In this enlightened age 
there surely must be some one who can think 
of something that does not put livesin danger 
and answers the needs of school athletics, 

* The fact is that boys 17 years oid are not 
strong enough to play the stiff game that 
gradually has been growing up in high 
schools. They are big, but they have not the 
stamina, and it takes just as much of that 
as it does to play in a university team. This 
was pennant year, and the boys were in fine 
shape. 


Substitute Games Proposed. 

* Sentiment has been growing for som¢ 
time against the game. There have been a 
good many accidents in the last five years. 
Boys have gone around with their heads in 
iron casts. There have been broken legs and 
broken collar bones, and we think that it is 
time it was stopped. Thoughtful persons 
wil] stand behind us in this move, I think. 
I am not prepared to say just what can take 
the place of football,

Supt. Cooley to Investigate.

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“MARK TWAIN” TALKS PBACE 


Advises an Emperor to Extract 
Oxygen from Air for 8 Minutes. 


Buys Two German Missionaries at a 
Cost of $100,000 Apiece, 


Boston, Mass., Nov. 4.—[Spectal. }—Samuel 
L. Clemens (Mark Twain), who was the 
guest today of the Twentieth Century club, 
the leader in the thought of Boston, said 
that statesmanship was foolishness, and in 
a sarcastice vein dweit upon peace, nations, 
and fads. 

Mr. Clemens was greeted with a great 
chorus of applause when he ‘was announced. 
When quiet was restored he said: 

“I thank you for this applause. It fis the 
more welcome because I suppose it is a token 
of forgiveness for what I did some thirty 
feet back there when I was applauding my- 
self. Your president, it seems, spoke my 
name and I didn't hear it. Everybody else 
seemed to be clapping his hands, and, as I 
thought it was the right thing, I joined in. 


Only Wants to Escape Jail. 
“Of course, that was a wrong thing, 
but I am always committing some such mis- 
take. But the only thing I'm sorry for isthat 
I got caught. I have got over all those feel- 


long to good society, and now I don't care 
for anything so long as I keep out of Jail. 
“Most everybody gets into the habit of 
applauding when he sees others at it, and 
for one 1 can't resist. Besides, I get so used 
to compliments that I can’t sleep nights, un- 
tess I get about so much butter every day. 


Bothers Over Universal Peace. 

“TIT am different from those other people 
who have been speaking. This problem of 
universal peace used to be one of the upper- 
most things in my mind. I used to study 
over it.. Now, I will not say that I really 
studied; I thought about it—how to get unil- 
versal peace. It bothered me, but I kept 
growing nearer and nearer to a solution, and 
at last I came to it. 


Told an Emperor How. 

*“ But the day I thought I had solved it I 
was summoned to the presence of an em- 
peror. The first thing he asked me.was 
what I was doing nowadays. . I toid him I 
had been working out a problem—the prob- 
lem of universal peace—and that I had solved 
it, that I had found the only way—there was 
no other. 

“Then he wanted to know how I was going 
to bring it about and I told him: 
to get a chemist—a real genius—and get him 
to extract all the oxygen out of the atmos- 
phere for eight minutes. Then we will have 
universal peace and it will be permanent.’ 

“TIT took my goods to the wrong market. 
Emperors don’t want peace, permanent or 
temporary, on any such basis. They don’t 
want any race suicide. What they want is 
people, and then more people. I was pretty 
coolly received by this emperor and so was 
my propositiqn. " And so I let it go. Every 
time I think I have formed a solution ¥ the 
difficulties some one comes along and up- 
sets its. 


Price of German Missionaries. 
“And that reminds me. Four years ago 


paid $100,000 apiece for them, although they 
were not active at the time. But there are 
several hundred missionaries in China, and 
i'd be glad to sell ‘em allat the same price. I 
don't believe we have got down to where we 
want to thrust our civilization on innocent 
people. 

“In 1892 there were eleven missionaries 
in China, and in that year they had a catch 
of 3.200 converts. Judson Smith called it 
“a harvest.’ There were 32,000 pagans being 
born every day in China and we were con- 
verting them at the rate of two and one-half 
a day. So it would take quite awhile to get 
everybody converted. 

“ These young people, who have been talk- 
ing before I began, still have an interest in 
the human race. But in my case the clock

Czar’s Pardon for Prisoners. 

The text of the manifesto granting amnesty 
to political prisoners, signed by Emperor 
Nicholas, declares that by virtue of the 
intention expressed in the manfesto of 
Oct. 30, to accord the population inviolable 
principles of civil liberty, free pardon is 
granted to political criminals of various 
categories, which are enumerated, and also 
to participators ir strikes and those responsi- 
ble for breaking contracts. 

The pardon extends to those now in prison 
and to those not -yet tried or on whom

Imperial Edict Orders Canton Viceroy to 
Protect Missions and Punish Those 
Implicated in Massacre. 


HONGKONG, Nov. 4.—As a result of the re- 
cent. massacre of Ameriean missionaries at 
Lienchow, an imperial edict has been issued 
directing the viceroy of Canton to furnish 
efficient protection to the missions, to punish 
all the guilty persons, and to promise the 
fullest redress. He is warned that he will 
be held responsibie for.further outrages and 
for the protection of the missions. The Amer- 
ican consul at Canton, Julius S. Lay, in an in- 
terview declares that the dissemination of in- 
flammatory. boycott literature is indireetly re- 
sponsible for the massacre, and he has warned 
the isolated stations in Kwangtung and 
Kwangsi of their danger iu view of the fact 
that the anti-American feeling is growing 
stronger and advising the departure of the 
missionaries for their head stations,

CRUELTY IN GONGO DENIED 


REPORT OF KING LEOPOLD’S COM- 
MISSION MADE PUBLIC. 


Belgian, Italian, and Swiss Repre- 
sentatives, After Spending Fifteen 
Months in the Central African Ter- 
ritory, Find Eight Abuses Which 
Need Correction——Charges of Bar<« 
baric Treatment of the Natives Not 
Sustained by Evidence Gathered. 


BRUSSELS, Nov. 4.—Charges of barbaric 
treatment of natives of the Congo Free State 
by Belgian officers and agents are disproved 
in a report made public here tonight by a com- 
mission appointed by King Leopold. 

The commission was made up of represent- 
atives of Belgium, Italy, and Switzerland, 
and it spent fifteen months in the Congo Free 
State. 

King Leopold appointed the commission as 
a result of the violent criticism of the British 
parliament and of philanthropic societies tn 
Great Britain and the United States, and of 
Foreign Secretary Lansdowne’s representa- 
tions concerning the alleged ill treatment of 
natives. 

The report, while praising the notable work 
Belgium has accomplished, frankly criticises 
a number of abuses. Following are extracts: 

‘Our voyage-to the Congo produced an im- 
pression of admiration and wonder. Security 
reigns today in a country which twenty-five 
years ago was plunged in barbarity, plun- 
dered by Arab tribes, and strewn with mar- 
kets for human flesh. The slave trade now 
has disappeared, cannibalism seeks hiding, 
and human sacrifice has become rare, Vil- 
lages have sprung up, railroads have been 
constructed to the head of the equatorial for- 
ests, steamers navigate the rivers, the post 
and telegraph are in operation, hospitals have 
been established, and governmental adminis- 
tration proceeds effectively in that vast ter- 
ritory.”’ 


Eight Abuses Pointed Out.

Secretary Root Will Be Careful, 
~ However, Not to Incur Rus- 


sian Anger.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 4.—[Special. ]—It 
is with the utmost concern that the presi- 
dent and Secrétary Root have been reading 
the reports of:the massacres of the Jews and 
others and grave disorders generally in 
southern Russia. The matter has been 
considered of sufficient Importance to war- 
rant a cablegram ‘of inquiry being sent to 
Consul Heenan at Odessa, and he has been 
instructed to cable a complete report of the 
situation to Washington. 

The explanation officially given of the ac- 
tion of the state department in wiring to Mr. 
Heenan is that it is necessary that this gov- 
ernment should be informed as fully as pos- 
sible of the grave evénts which are occur- 
ing in all parts of the Slav empire in order 
that should American interests be affected it 
will be able to act intelligently. 


America Cannot Interfere. 

The report he will make concerning the 
Jews will be particularly important and in- 
teresting, and will be considered by the presi- 
dent and his cabinet should anything occur 
to bring-up again the advisability of a repre- 
sentation to the Russian government in re- 
gard to the protection of the Jews. . 

Tnose who are informed cc ncerning the sit- 
uation of the Jews never had the slightest 
doubt than an effort. would be made by.some 
persons, including officials, to let the unrest 
of the Russian people find vent In assaults 
upon this unfortunate race. But when the 
whole of Russia is in tumult, when the troops 
are shooting down Russians as well as Jews, 
when it is manifestly impossible for the gov- 
ernment to restore order in provinces which 
are peopled only by Russians, the authorities 
fully understand that it would be futile to 
ask the o...ials at 8t. Petersburg to main- 
tain peace and quiet in the Jewish pale. 

To do so would be to revive the anger of 
the Russian bureaucracy, not a strong force 
at this time, but still to be reckoned with, as 
well as a great many of the Russian people 
who were considerably worked up when 
this government succeeded in presenting to 
the czar a petition in connection with the 
massacres which occurred at Kisheneff two 
years ago. 

Though the world appreciates today the 
weakness of the Russian government, it is 
said by Russians here that their govern- 
ment would resent even more bitterly the in- 
tervention of a foreign state even though In 
the form in the presentation of a petition 
in connection with its internal affairs. 


Russian Hatred of the Jews. 

The Jews of Russia have thrown a halo 
around the great North American republic. 
They look to it to act in their behalf when 
they suffer such frightful horrors as those 
of Kisheneff and Gomel and which from press 
dispatches they apparently are suffering to- 
day. The Russian government dislikes them 


TRIBUNE correspondent does not remember a 
single Russian who was in complete sym- 
pathy with the.Jews.

The Russian government's attitude is due 
to the fact that practically every Jew is a 
revolutionist and it is the general belief that 
money contributed by the Jews of foreign 
countries is in great part responsible for the 
success of the present revolutionary move- 
ment.

Chargs of Mutilation Not Proven. 


The commission lengthily examined the 
charges of the mutilation of the bodies of 
natives: Missionaries and natives affirmed 
that they had seen baskets containing a score 
of severed hands. The Rev. Mr. Clark said 
he saw a number of severed hands which ap- 
peared to have been smoked, and several in- 
dividual cases were specified of natives hav- 
ing their handg severed. Some of these na- 
tives appeared before the commission. 

The report points out that the mutilation 
of their bodies is an ancient custom of the 
natives, and that all the cases of mutilation 
presented were attributable to natives. The 
commission therefore concluded that there 
was no testimony showing that the whites 
have been-guilty of mutilation. 

As the various abuses were chiefly within 
the concessions, the report recommends a 
rigid surveillance of the concessions. 

The report generally is favorable in regard 
to the schools, native soldiery, and courts, 
and concludes as foliows: 

“ Adopting the recommendations of the 
commission will remove the abuses and ter- 
minate the criticisms... The recommendations 
particularly cover granting the natives larger 
land facilities, the limitation of native labor, 
the suppression of sentinel overscers, the pro- 
hibition of companies tmprigoning natives, 
and the limitation of military exactions.” 

King Leopold has appointed’ a commission 
of fifteen members to consider means for the 
practical adoption of the recommendations.

How America Is Interested. 


The administration {s most anxious tha® 
the Jewish question in Russia shall be set- 
tled to the mutual satisfaction of the Russian 
and Jewish people.

The election commissioners advise thet the 
voters refrain from marking a cross in the 
party circle at the head of the tickets if they 
propose to split the ticket. It ig safest to 
mark the individual candidates. By marking 
a-cross in the republican circle, for instance, 
and then endeavoring to vote for one of the 
full term democratic judicial candidates by 
marking a cross in front of his name, the 
voter simply invalidates his ticket so far as 
it concerns those candidates.

Cox, the Cincinnati republican leader, has 
been injected into the campaign by the dem- 
ocrats, who accuse Herrick of being his serv- 
ant.. Herrick and the republican stump 
speakers have denied that Cox influences 
the governor, while Pattison has been mak- 
ing the principal fight or this issue.

He has said if 
the constitutional amendment to disfran- 
chise 50,000 negroes carries next Tuesday 
at the polls he never again will be a candi- 
date. ;

disputed oontrol for years to come. 

Chairman Vandiver of the democratic 
state committee is confident of the re- 
election of the democratic state controller 
and a majority of both houses of the legis- 
lature.

Todd reached New, York,” said Mr. O’Reilly 
this afternoon, “ Lockwood went to the 


Stephen Merritt Burial company and ordered [ 


that the body be cremated without being 
brought to this city. He could not show 
sufficient authority to warrant Manager 
Merritt paying any attention to his orders. 


“Would Have Hidden Crime. 


“Had it been cremated all the valuable 
evidence secured by the autopsy yesterday, 
indicating that theold woman was murdered, 
would have been lost, and the investigation 
“to discover if she had been drugged before 
her death would have been impossible.”, 

It also was established that the missing will 
of Mrs. Todd, said by her in one of her letters 
to have been stolen from her apartment in 
the. hotel Von Hoffman, was in the posses- 
sion of Lockwood the day after her death. 
Mr. Ratcliffe gives conclusive evidence on 
this important point. 

He says that when Lockwood came to his 
place of business and tried to arrange to have 
the body cremated he showed him the will. 
He distinctly remembers that it was dated 
in 19038. As it made Mrs. Tousey executrix 
he would not Msten to Lockwood's orders. 


Saw Mrs. Todd with Tw Men, 


_James A. Lyons, @ night carritize agent of 
the Unton Tramsfer company, in the Reading 
railroad terminal: in Philadelphia, tonight 
positively identified the body of Mrs. Mar- 
garetita Todd as that of the aged woman 
whom he saw walking away from the station 
with two men on Friday evening, Oct. 27, 
about four hours before the body was found 
{in @ raflroad cut in Fairmount park. 

Mr. Lyons had told his story in Philadel-

Mr. Lockwood's counsel told the magistrate 
that the ejectment had illegally deprived his 
client of his rights under a lease executed 
by Mrs. Todd, which gave him possession of 
the Von Hoffman during his lifetime and by 
which Lockwood was to have 5 per cent of the 
income from the hotel, the remaining 95 per 
cent to go to Mrs. Tousey. 

Mr. Hastings informed the court that Mrs, 
Todd had asked him on the day in which she 
went to Philadelphia and was killed to draw 
up a new will in favor of Mrs. Tousey and 
Julia Howe, a relative of Mrs. Todd. This 
will was to replace one drawn by Mr. Lock- 
wood.

Uniike many companies or- 
ganized in recent years on the remaire of 
some defunct assessment order or company, 
it started originally as an old line company, 
and has no assessment business weighing it 
down. Its surplus already earned for its pol- 
icy holders is in amount equal to 83 per cent 
of its entire reserve, ita statement of assets

Mrs. Lena Elizabeth Sangster, who was not

Schuettler Gathers Data. 

Assistant Chief Schuettler, who took up 
the investigation at that point, found thirty- 
eight former patrolmen stationed at schools. 
twenty-five at railway stations, fifteen at 
churches, and several in each precinct at 
dances and entertainments. In all there 
were 150, which means that at the salary 
rate of $1,100 each the city was paying out 
$165,000 for protection supplied to more or 
less private Interests.

Oscar Vordicj, employed in the city chem- 
ist's laboratory, testified that each of the 
pieces of candy which he analyzed at the 
request of Lieut. George Prim contained sev- 
eral grains of arsenic. The arsenic was

Mrs. Hatch Protests Innocence.

Morgan County court in September, 1004, 
was interviewed at her residence in Jackson- 
ville, lll., by a correspondent of THE TRIBUNE, 

“ This thing came upon me like a thunder- 
clap from a clear sky,’ she said. ‘‘I never 
had seen Mrs. Sangster until after the suit 
was filed, I have never seen Mr. Sangster. 
After the suit was filed I called upon Mrs. 
Sangster at the Dunlap hotel, accompanied 
by witnesses, but as soon as she learned 
who I was she left the pariors of the hotel 
and refused to talk. I have never seen her 
since that time. 

“ There is not a particle of foundation for 
this suit whatever. I can prove that at the 
time [t is alleged that I was in Chicu zo, I was 
sick in bed here with malaria! fever, and 
that Dr. W. K. McLaughlin was my attend- 
ing physician. I have lived in Jacxsonville 
since 1868. I was a teacher at the State 
School for the Deaf before my marriaze 
in 1881 to H. Lee Hatch. I have two daugh- 
ters, Mrs. H. C. Goebel and Miss Frances 
Hatch. I am a grandmother.”

Tonight every- 
body is satisfied. Yost is satisfied, Lowen- 
thal is satisfied, and A, A. smiled in a 
contented manner as he led red carna- 
tioned squad from the stand at the close. 

Michigan’s propensity to fumble cost them 
@ score in the first half, when Tom Ham- 
mond lost his grip on the ball just when 
he had crossed the orange and blue goal. An 
alert Illini fell on the pigskin, and the Wol- 
verines had a chunk knocked off the score 
right then, for the Illini fought hard and 
staved off the inevitable touchdown for five 
minutes. 


T. Hammond in the Limelight. 


Several times again the Wolverines failed 
to get a good grip on the ball, but they were 
lucky in recovering. Tom Hammond corralled 
the center of the stage in the last part of 
the second half, when he cleverly kicked a 
goal from placement from the twenty-seven 
yard line, where the progress of the victors 
had been staid. Barlow held the ball and the 
pigskin soared over the goal posts.

playing stood out prominer'*ly, but there was 
little to choose in the desperate battle of the 
state team against odds. They all fought 
hard. That Michigan must play a better 
game when it meets the maroons was the 
opinion of the local critics. In fact, the 
Wolverines were considerable of a disap- 
pointment, in one sense of the ‘word, for 
their fame had gone far, and the visitors 
from this section had looked for a fire eat- 
ing team which would devour the trembling 
Illin{f alive. Yost said he was satisfied to- 
night; he ought to know. 

Only one Wolverine touchdown was made 
on arun. That was Barlow’s, in the second 
whalf. Skillfully skirting the Illinois left end, 
the sub quarter ran twenty yards for the 
score; otherwise the Wolverines scored on 
straight line plunges. 

“Hurry Up” Yost received a great re- 
ception from the bleachers when he appeared 
on the field. Many of the thousands came 
attracted by the fame of Michigan and its 
coach. There was a coincidence about the 
coming of Yost. Back in 1899 he came here 
seeking a place as coach. Lllinols already 
had signed its coach, but Director Huff rec- 
ommended him to Baird of Michigan; and 
the rest is history. Many of the throng knew 
the story and remarked how different was 
the second ceming of Yoat. 

It was the first time that the Wolverines 
had played on the state field since 1899 and 
the stands were filled with a great crowd. 
A bright sun beamed upon the playing field 
and the spectators doffed their overcoats 
and biankets and rejoiced. Yost was with- 
out the services of his captain, Norcross, 
who had gone to Minneapolis to see Minne- 
sota and Wisconsin play. 


Illini Rooters Cheerful. 


The Illini rooters stood nobly to their posts 
despite the uneven battle in which their rep- 
resentatives were pitched. They sang and 
they cheered on ¢very plausible excuse.

SCARE FOR GRINGON TAM 


CARLISLE INDIANS SCORE TWO 
TOUCHDOWNS ON HARVARD. 


Woodruff’s Red Men Put Up a Good 
Contest Against the Big Eleven, 
but Are Beaten, the Final Count 
Being 23 to 11—Second Time the 
Goal Line of the Cambridge Aggre- 
gation Has Been Crossed During the 
Present Season. 


Boston, Mass., Nov. 4.—[{Special.]—Coach 

Woodruff and his band of CarMsle Indians 
humiliated Harvard somewhat this after- 
noon by crossing the crimson goal line for 
two touchdowns and kicking one goal. Vic- 
tory. however, did not go to the red men, as 
Capt. Hurley’s warriors reeled off four 
touchdowns and kicked three goals for a 
total of 23 points. 
_ITt was the second time this season that 
Harvard’s coveted goal had been invaded 
by an opposing team, and for a brief period 
it looked as if Harvard would have to exert 
every effort to land the final laurels. 


Dubois Scores for Indians. 


The Indians got their first bunch of points 
in the opening period after Harvard had 
secured a touchdown and goal. The ball 
went to the Carlisle men in the middle of 
the fleld, and from that point to the goal 
line their progress was continual and was 
never stopped until Dubois fell over the 
coveted chalk mark for a touchdown. The 
try for a goal was a fallure. 

In this advance down the field through 
Harvard's territory the red men resorted to 
a series of plays in which the guards and 
tackles took turns running from their posi- 
tions and carrying the ball. Splendid in- 
terference was offered by the men guarding 
the holes through which the attacks were 
directed and Harvard had great difficulty 
picking out the man with the ball. 

After the touchdown was registered Har- 
vard came back in grand style and pushed 
the Indians all over the field. The only ef- 
fectual method to halt the big crimson team 
was found in the umpire, whose penalties 
forced Harvard to punt several times. 


Long Run by Mount Pleasant. 


In the second period, with three minutes 
remaining to play, Harvard used a quarter 
back kick when near the middie of the field 
and the ball fell into the arms of Mount 
Pleasant, the Indians’ fleet footed quarter 
back, near the side lines. Like a flash the 
young brave dashed abead and with a clear 
field tore for the crimson goal. Gilder, sub- 
quarter back on Harvard, blocked him tem- 
porarily, but once again he got his speed up 
and a touchdown seemed inevitable when 
Leonard, the former world’s record holder 
in the short sprint, downed him. 

It was dark at the time, but the succeeding 
attacks of the Indians worked prettily and 
consistent gains gave Gardiner the opportun- 
ity to make the second touchdown, after 
Harvard had held desperately for three 
downs, almost on the goal. This time the 
try for goal was successful. 


First Blood for Harvard. 
Harvard started the ball a rolling by regis- 
tering a touchdown inaide of five minutes of 
play. This was accomplished by Starr run- 
ning the kickoff back sixty yards and suc- 
cessive attacks on both sides of the visitors’ 
line, Paul scoring the touchdown, while 
Burr kicked the goal. 

The Indians then kicked across the goal 
line, and, on Harvard's punt from the twen- 
ty-five yard mark, the Indians took the ball 
steadily down the field for their first touch- 
down.

“No credence, need be accorded for one 
moment to the dispatches from Europe

The intentions of the people who want to 
uplift the American stage are to be earnestly 
commended. There is much room for such 
work. The power for good that the stage 
holds is indisputable. 
field pleads for the establishment of a na- 
tional theater as the most desirable method 
of uplifting the stage. Mr. Mansfield would 
have such theater consecrated to the best

drama, and consequently of the public, Play-— 
wrights, players, producers, and managers 
would be inspired to better things. Public | 
taste wonld be elevated and the dramatic 
art put on a plane where it belongs. 


If a national theater would work these 


changes its immediate establishment should 
earnestly be urged. “It would be a source 
of national pride and benefit. But does the 
retnedy for existing conditions of the drama 
lie here? Is it not the play going public 
that decides the quality of the produced 


plays? Undoubtedly in cities such as Chi-. 


ago and New York a national playhouse of 

the highest type would find ample support. 
There are enough lovers of the drama in 
which truth and thought are the inspiration 
to insure this. But the mistake must not 
be made of supposing that this class repre- 
sents the masses. The people who would 
patronize the good play in a national theater 
would go to such plays now if they were 
produced by an individual. The masses 
would not. The playhouse is for the great 
nuniber a source of amusement. As the play- 
wright, like the actor and producer, is de- 
pendent upon the patronage of the great 
number for his prosperity and hearing, he is 
never the leader of the masses, but the led. 
The public has a way of getting what it 
wants before it pays its money in the box 
office. The theatrical profession long ago 
decided that the secret of success was to 
“find out what they want, then give it to 
them.’’ Just so soon as the public begins to 
want the*best of plays, when mabagers can 
make money by producing only good plays, 
then the uplift of the stage will be accom- 
plished. It is hard to see how a national 
theater’ will appreciably change the public’s 
idea of what it wants. 

A national theater is not necessarily a 
dream. It is not infeasible. In Chicago or 
New York it probably would prove a self- 
supporting, even profitabk, venture. It 
could confine itself to the best, and still en- 
joy well filled houses. But the rub is that 
those who would fill the houses and enjoy 
the uplift would not be representative of the 
mass. There is a vast difference between a 
cult and the public. 


THEN AND NOW. 

A British armored squadron is at anchor 
off Annapolis. A squadron of the Ameri- 
ean navy, ineluding eight powerful battle- 
ships, was there to greet it.

Nothing is as it was ninety-one years ago 
when a number of British warships made a 
protracted visit to Chesapeake bay—a visit 
not to be repeated until the arrival of Ad- 
miral Prince Louis of Battenburg.

The parts of the 
buildings that would be left would be worth 
more than the whole buildings are at pres- 
ent for renting purposes, If heavy traffic 
were kept off the twenty feet added to the 
roadway it would take care of all the light 
traffic for years to come.

-would gradually bring about the removal of

rentals would’unquestionably follow on both 
sides of the street. If the wholesale busi-

A new bridge may follow in the course of 
time, when the funds can be provided to 


pay ‘for it either by the park system, the. 


drainage board, or any other body author- 
ized to do the work.

The viehibes on Michigan avenue north

‘fits assessed against the property will go far . 
‘towards paying for the land and buildings 
condemned, and will not leave much for the 
general public to pay. 

The complete scheme for the expenditure 
of eight or ten million dollars, extravagant 
as it seems at this time, is not unduly so in 
comparison. with some of the improvements 
that have been made in London and Paris 
of late years. There millions of dollars have 
been expended in new boulevards and 
streets, and a large share of the cost has 
been assessed as benefits against the prop- 
erty abutting on the new or widened thor- 
oughfares. 


EIPLING’S JARGON. 

It is not often that the reading public 
hears from Rudyard Kipling nowadays, and 
this is all the more reason that after his 
“ eloquent silence.” he should give that pub- 
lic something entertaining instead of ency- 
clopedic, inasmuch as he knqws more than 
many and can entertain us as well as the 
best. It cannot be said that he has done any- 
thing of the kind in his latest short story, 
“ With the Night Mail,” published in Me- 
Clure’s, Magazine for November. It is not 
entertaining, but exasperating. It is not 
even a story, but a catalogue of mechanical 
appliances, chiefly interesting to captains 
and engineers of mail steamers. 

This is a habit of Mr. Kipling, this sud- 
den dropping into jargon appertaining to 
locomotives, steamboats, steam engines, and 
machinery in general, and passing it off as 


‘a story upon the unsuspecting reader, who 


suddenly finds himself mired in a slough of 
unintelligible technique, uncertain whether 
to go on-or turn back, when he was expect- 
ing pleasant diversion and an hour with Mr. 
Kipling’s rare fancies and vivid descrip 
tions. We-have to be thankful that this 
habit is not a frequent one, but we should 
be more thankful if he would abandon it and 
leave technique to the eneyclopedists and the 
scientific experts. 

It is all the more exasperating that Mr. 
Kipling drops into this habit immediately 
after he has produced something in his best 
vein and has aroused the reader's expecta- 
tion that more in the same vein is coming. 


Mr. Kipling’s last two stories were.“ They ” | 


and “An Enforced Habitation,” the one 
exquisitely refined and almost ethereal, the 
other alive with human interest and signifi- 
cance. From these he suddenly lapses into 
a trip “ with the night mail,” and through 
a dozen tedio’ + pages we are treated to 
stich statements as that “ Fleury’s Paradox 
ot the Bulkheaded Vachum is in full blast 
and 162’s Limit is low on account of the 
sinall size of her nine screws, which, though 
handier than the old colloid Thetussons, bell 
sooner’; and, again, that “ Even Fleury, 
who begat it, and, unlike Magniac, died a 
multi-millionaire, could not explain how the 
restless little imp shuddering in the U tube 
ean, in the fractional part of the second, 
strike down the furious blast of gas into a 
chill, grayish-green liquid that drains from 
the far end of the vacuom through the educ-

WORKING creed fs a creed that 
works. The demand for a practical 
religion is not a modern discovery. 

It would be hard for the most sensa- 
tional denunciators of mere sentimen- 

talism in religion to use stronger language 
than did those old prophets of Israel. Relig- 
ion always has been either practice or pre- 
tense. It has its deep tides of feeling, but it 
never ends in these; the deeper the emotion 
the more definite will be its expression. The 
danger is not that religion shall become emo- 
tional, as that the emotions shall not be so 
intense and deep striking as to issue in action. 

Even the demand for a practical religion 
may be purely theoretical. It is not always 
the man who is denouncing a doctrinaire. 
chureh who is doing most for the down- 
trodden. The preaching of .ethics is often a 
refuge from their practice, and the writing 
of books and the delivery of lectures on 
sociology becomes often an excuse from 
service of one’s neighbors. 

Most men think that heaven !s giver. us as 
a warehouse of unrealized ideals; the truth is 
earth is given us as a workshop for their 
actualization. The vital creed in the one 
that, with its force of conviction and its 
sway of heaven born aspiration, compels one 
to attempt to make real now all the good we 
hope heaven may hold. 

The real services of a churth dre out- 
side its walls. The inspiration and direction 
may be given within, but the work must 
be done without where the need is greatest. 
When a man’s religion never gets beyond 
singing and sighing, he is stifling himself 
with unexpressed emotions. Itisnot strange 
that churchés die when. they are content to 
discuss definitions of the Infinite, while 
those who are made in his likeness are 
stunted, dwarfed, and snuffed out by greed 
and shame. * 

Some Christians know more about the ‘anat- 
omy of an angel than they do about the 
pathology of the poor. Yet no living Ddeing 

ever saw an angel, while the poor we always 
have with us. The noblest divinity is sim- 
ple humanity: The most glorious religious 
service is simply doing the things for one 
another: that we believe the ali loving God 
would do if he were one of us, 

Church work may be as far from Christ's 
work as the east from the west. It is easy 
to mistake fuss and feathers for faith. The 
master never worried over congregations, or 
choirs, or canonicais. He left those things 
to the people who opposed him and brougnt 
him to death. He simply did the good he 
could, never counting the cost to himself; 
he aimply spoke the truth he Knew, never 
calculating the consequences. The working 
creed wastes no energy on definitions while 
men are dying; it walks in the Teacher's way: 
it does his work. 

The need of religion is not some compre- 
hensive scheme of saving the world by ma- 
chinery; it is not some automatic social pro- 
pagandum which will wipe out the sium, 
clean up crime, and make this world 4 highly 
desirable place of residence for respectable 
people. The preparation of such plans may 
be left to the unfortunates who lack the heart 
or the energy to engage in definite work. 

Neither does it need alone a mighty wave of 
indignation against modern pharasaism and 
and hypocrisy, nor fasting over our own 
faufts, nor feeding the hungry with the 
tears of our sympathy, copiously, generously 
poured out in the comfort of our reading 


chairs.

In the practical things of every day you cannot get away from fact. 
Fact is more stubborn in the conduct of business than anywhere else in the 
domain of man. Conceding that the manager of an establishment has 
made a cal] for this capable, active representative of its need, even. should 
a department head go to him and say, “ Here, we have that man you need 
right here in the house,” this manager's first thought would be, ‘“‘ Well, 
why havyen’t we known of him long before this?” 

On the moment the feeling is against the candidate, and for still an- 
other reason than this of his silent inanition. This man for the place at 
once is less appreciated than if he had been invited from the outside. His 
salary chances will be smaller by reason of it. Personal jealousies are 
likely to make his work more difficult for him. All after having conceded 
that such an applicant is likely for such a place under such conditions. 

As another subborn fact this applicant is not likely. In the mere big- 
ness of the great g°neral offices the individual man as a part of the office 
mechanism gets further and further from the results of his work. He 
knows that he has to do a certain work to the accuracy of a hair in order 
that this work shall fit somewhere in the great scheme of the business. 
But even if he is of the inquiring disposition and should seek to know the 
reasons of things, right there he is likely to meet dismissal. It ia a vital 
principle in many businesses that one man shall not know what the other 
is doing. To attempt to learn, however seriously, means calamity. 

It is: almost impossible for the layman outside the business world of 
sharp, shrewd competition to realize how absolutely without initiative is 


Moreover, the flirt has always the apology tnat it is one’s duty to one’s 
neighbor to make oneself pleasant to that neighbor. Hven ships must salute 
as they pass in the night. Neither is any man or woman responsible if he or 
she is misunderstood and misrepresented in the discharge of so pafent an 
obligation to society.

Especially 
are these excuses popular with those who poach upon other people’s pre- 
serves, And it is the poachers who do most harm, since the wrongdoing 
is double edged and includes other and innocent victims in its scope.

That “ all is fair in love and war” is an ancient saying, so old, indeed, that 
its antiquity may fairly be said, after a fashion, to have made it an un- 
written law, a law which is generally accepted by all saving strict moralists. 
Moreover, there is much plausibility in the argument that if lovers are open 
to a change of heart, if the love between them is not genuine, permanent 
love of the quality warranted to last, the parties concerned had by many 
times better discover that fact before marriage, rather than after, 

And, since we are taught in catechism that some'sins are more heinous 
than others, a fact conceded also in common law, there are degrees of de- 
pravity in poaching. The trespasser during the brooding period, who breaks 
up nests and molests the mothers, is accounted far worse than he who steals 
moderately in the hunting season, and by something of the same deduction 
the flirt who meddles with married couples is blamable beyond apology, 
even though he or she may stop. short of anything beyond “a little fun,” 
which does no more than stir up jealousy and occasion heartburnings.

In all his work and in all his teachings and impressions that come. of 
his work, this worker in the general office learns only absolute attention to 
his own duty in order that it shall be absolutely accurate in its relations to 
ali the unknown work of the estabiishment. Can this breed the spirit, ag- 
gressiveness, and bold initiative that business is demanding? — 

In such an environment the young man who has these qualities inert 
within him and seeking opportunity frequently finds himself an incompetent 
employé in the work that is given him to do. He resents the fact that he 
is a mere individual machine. He suffers from the irritation of “ orders.” 
He knows the few things which he has been allowed to know and he may 
know them better than the man who may be issuing the orders, but he can 
cnly take these orders as they come and obey. To do something for the 
material good of his house out of this knowledge when genera] orders were 
against it the act would cost him his position for infraction of the rules. 

But the great mass of young men are not of this type. If they have a 
marked capacity. somewhere within them it is dormant. It is not plain in 
face or act or mental process. Only by training and experience is it likely to 
develop. Against this development there is not only this automatic isolation 
of the big general office, but outside of working hours a fellow feeling of 
irresponsibility brings these workers together in mistaken good fellowship. 


We all know the charming woman—* a man’s woman” always—who 
comes as a guest to a happy household atid devotes herself to the husband, 
exerting all-her powers of fascination for his entertainment, conversational, 
musical, or demurely listening, as the case may be, ready to play his favor- 
ite games or to make herself agreeable in whatever way he likes best.

This is the advice of Dr. Valentin Nal 
passe, lecturer in the Paris College of Medi- 
cine and physician to the French embassy in 
Persia. Yet, although his advice may shock 
them, Dr. Nalpasse is one of the strongest 
supporters of the anti-tobacconists. He 
warts Americans and Buropeans to learn 

to smoke, becatise hé declares that tne nations of the west 
have not yet learned. 

He urges Americans to sit at the feet of the orientals 
and learn all over again how to stnoke—to learn again 
without the pangs and gripings of the first time; to learn 
to smoke healthfully, hygienically. For he believes that 
tobaceo cati be sthoked without harm or injury to the 
smoker—although he does not commit himself as to 
cigarets, 

The west, accofding to the learned doctor, smokes igno- 
rantly, and the greatest smokers, the real slaves to the 
weed, are the ones who know least about smoking. ‘Puffing 
away at the choicest tobaccos, the costliest cigars, the 
most delicate cigatets, they do not know how to smoke, 

Through igndrance of smoking, according to Nalpasse, 


they not only miss the real enjoyment ofthe smoke but 


they injure themselves. So Americans and Puropeans 
must learn all over ‘again. They must abandon entirely 
their present smoking habits, and, sitting at the feet of the 
Indian, the Persian, the Chinaman, or the Jap, they must 
learn to use instead of abuse tobacco. 

And this learned man tells us that the Jap is the best 
and the most scientific smoker in the world. Instead of 
putting up & “No Smoking" sign, be would reform the 
world and make nicotine a blessing instead of a curse by 
having the other nations take lessons in smoking ftom 
the Japs. :

Asiatics Know How to Smoke. 


In confirmation and reinforcement of his counsel Dr. 
Nalpasse offers the results ef his varied experiences in 
the Asiatic countries, his obsérvations there, and his con- 
vincing ‘conelusions, Pipes and poison are intimately as- 
sociated in this wise man’s mind. The best pipe for in- 
suring the smallest possible inhalation of nicotine, he 
thinks, ha’ @ long tube and a bowl like the chibook, which 
was in honor formerly athong the Turks. This chibook, 
unhappily out of fashion today, 1s composed of several suc- 
cessive tubes swelling ont to large dimensions at the end, 
and was of unquestionable value in arresting the passage 
of the nicotine ere it reacned the lips of the smoker. 

But of all the weapons that comprise the arsenal of 


‘and injurious substaticés, 


the well equipped modern smoker none can fival the all 
too classic, the gracefully elegante narghileh. In this 
curious and elaborate apparatus, supremely hygienic, to- 
bacco is grilled in a little metal furnace, the vapor is 
conducted through a tubé acroa#s a basin filled with ordi- 
nary water, or, better, rosewater, and arrives at the lips 
of the smoker by a second tube: _“ Nothing,’’ cries Theo- 
philus Gautier, the French writer, “is more favorable to 
poetic reveries than to inhalé in little drafts upon the 
pillows of a divan this fragrafit smoke refreshed with 
water, which reaches us afte? Gifétilating through red or 
green morocco tubes whose arms suirround one; you smoke 
in a work of art a tobaeco metamorphosed into perfume.”

Coffee Used to Neutralize Nicotine. 


From time to time the oriental interrupts his fumiga- 
tions to drink from a diminutive cup a few drops of coffee, 
thus neutralizing the slow intoxication which can other- 
wise be produced by prolonged use of the strong and 
bitter tobacco, known as tombeku, which is employed in 
the narghilehs. 

The Persian version of this intricately devised instru. 
ment was made of cocoanuts and was filled with aromatic 
waters, across which the tobacco had to pass, and in this 
way was divested of the larger part of the bitter, volatile, 
Later, the rich designed gha- 
lian, the first rough draft of that which still later evolved 
into the handsome narghileh proper of the far east, 

Thanks to these devices in constant use all through 
the orient, Dr. Nalpasse affirms, the noxidus action of the: 
tobacco is almost entirely annifilated, so that were the 
harghileh or ghalian in use in thé oecident,. together with 
the oriental tobaccos, smoking néVéF Would be debased into . 
a hurtful practice. 

“What an abominable thing fouF tobacco is!’ cried 
an oriental prince of the pipé. “And besides you west- 
efners do not know how to smoke!’ 

All the world knows of the prodigious variety of orien- 
tal.tobaccos, ranging from the simplest leaves to the most 
varied and complex mixtures, often supplemented with 
perfumes or éxposed to the vapors of burning pines, and 
thus producing the different kinds Of latakich. These 
are the fragrant tobaccos, gentle and sweet, which are 
blended with more-or less of the strong and acrid tombeku 
for use in the narghileh, " 

Every sort of tobacco, according té Dr. Nalpasse, acts 
onthe organism according to its quota of nicotine, Analy- 
sis has shown that the tobaccos of the orient contain but 
a& minute portion of this noxious element. On the cGon- 
trary, me products of other countries show a much larger 


proportion, beginning with that of Hungary, which has 
about 2 pér cétit of nicotine, thence to that of Brazil, 
Havana, Maryland, ahd Virginia, which varies from 2% 
to nearly 7 per cent of nicotine. The tobacco from the 
Garonne region is the strongest of all, with a proportion 
of nicotine reaching almost 8 per cent.

Get Doctor to Teach Smoking. 


The ofietital who decried the occidental manner of 
smoking was right, in the opinion of the doctor, who thinks 
the young mfin of the west should never smoke save for 
special therapeutic purposes, under the direction of the 
physician, that he should never exceed three of four cigars 
a day or their equivalent in pipe or cigaret smoking, that 
he thust fot,-so to speak, drain his pipe to the dregs, nor 
ever use q pipe that has become discolored—that is to say: 
impregnated with nicotine—as does the voluptuous student 
of the Latin quarter, and that he must discard his cigar 
or cigaret when three-fourths of it has been consumed; 
this caution is based upon the principle that the nicotine, 
not being Volatiliged under a temperature of 250 degrees, 
is withdrawn with the smoke to the end of the bowl of the 
pipe, the cigar, or the cigaret, thus running the risk of 
being drawn into the mouth of the smoker if he persists 
in smoking all his tobacco. . | 

Nor is it hecessary to relight the tobaco once it is ex- 
tinguished, thus preventing the unexhausted smoke from 
being absorbed. Experienced smokers know perfectly how 
agreeable are their first puffs and how acrid and noxious 
the last, ordinarily producing a cotgh and irritating the 
larynx.

Japs Most Scientific Smokers. , 

‘The Japanese aloné, thinks Dr. Nalpasse, have profited 
By the last observation and have adopted a fashion in 
smoking which is as curious as it is hygienic. There are 
fifteen rings on their weapons of warfare. Their tobacco, 

rméd of long fibers with the fineness of hair, compdr- 
able to the stigma of maize, is buried in a pipe of micro- 
scopic proportions, from which the Japanese sailors in»ale 
the fumes but two or three times. This system is fol- 
lowed by the Nippdonese solely to give the nicotine no time 
to pass into the mouth of the smoker. The pipe must he 
refilled Mstantly and relighted, not with matches as do the 
westerners, but by the aid of burning wicks which are 
suspended in’ every corner of the ship. An excellent 
hygienic measure, remarks Dr. Nalpasse, which well tes- 
tifles to the caution exércised by the Japanese in all their 
undertakings, and in this instance is a real saféguard 
against the poison of nicotine. 


Nicotine, explains Dr. Nalpasse in passing, immortal 
izes one Jean Nicot, ambassador from Frafice to the court 
of Portugal, who brought the wonderful weed to his Sov 
ereign, Francois IL, in 1560, showed him its marvéelow 
properties, and popularized its use throughout his native 
land. It was father as a medicinal drag with almost 
magical curative powers than as a recreation that Nicot 
introduced tobaeéo into France. It soon berame a favorite 
everywhere as a panacea for every ill. Little by little 
tobacco smoking became established as a pastime after 
the way of the denizens of the new world: The plant ae 
quired great fame and was made the fashion by the grand 
prior of France, Francois de Lorraine, and then by tie 
queen, Catherine de Medici, to whom Nicot rortopresented 
his first “gift of tobacco. After its introduction*<int 
France, and particularly into Paris, the tobacco custom 
extended farther and farther into the other countries.

A week of such work will 
kill him: two orthree weeks of quiet, honey 
éating existence indoors will leave him ina 
fair state of health with perhaps a few days 
more of life coming to him. 

The bee may work too hard, some one will 
say. Perhaps he does, but he will sting you 
if you should attempt to interfere with his 
working. It is a good deal against work in 
general, however, when it is shown that New 
York has only one centenarian In 100 000 of 
the state’s teeming millions, while Ar.zona 
numbers twenty-one of them to its credit for 
somnolence and ease.

Indoor Life Soon Kills. 

With the banker having one of the best 
possible chances of a long life among the 
workers, the preacher by no means is 35 
fortunate. The lawyer has slimmer chances 
than either of them, with the physician at 
the bottom of the group. 

The alley huckster and peddier has life 
chances that the indoor grocer and ary g00ds 
merehant might well envy. The saloon- 
keeper and “barkeep” have no chances 
with him. Should this lowliness of callirg be 
of ‘no material weight with the worker. he 
might well become a huckster In St. Josepn. 
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‘the ordinary men. 
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>usiness. 
the boss of the firmand asked him if he knew 
of these things—the underhanded, petty 
things that ['ve told you about. Well, he 
didn’t know anything about them. On the 
contrary, he knew that there were no such 
things in existence—gave me the laugh. . Then 
I gave him my proposition, that I should play 
eyes for him for the spate of a month, and 
if at the end of that time I didn’t have any- 
thing worth while to show him he should let 
me out without a cent of pay and with a horse 
laugh for my pains. If, on the other hand, I 
discovered anything he was to pay me $50 a 
week, for a start. Foolish on my part?. All 
right, just listen and see. This boss laughed, 
grew ‘sober, thought a while, and accepted 
my proposition. 

“ I went to work for this firm—Blank & Co., 
we'll call it—es packer in the shipping de- 
partment. .ou know what a packer does? 
Works on the floor packing orders into boxes, 
and gets an extraordinarily good chance to 
be near the shipping and receiving clerks, the 
salesmen, and a dozen minor officials—besides 
I wanted to begin in the 
packing room, because I knewit was up tome 
to have something really worth while to show 
on the day when my first trial was to be up, 
and I had once worked in a packing room 
when a boy, and I knew that a lot of things 
go on In some packing rooms that are hidden 
from the boss. And that is my business as 
‘eyes for the boss.’ I see the things that 
are hidden from him. 

‘In this case the boss told me that it was 
a waste of time for me to start by investi- 
gating his packing room. He was positive 
that nothing worth troubling about was 
amiss there, and advised me to make my 
trial in some other department, ‘ The stock 
room and suipping rooms are so closely con- 
nected and watched over by a series of check 
systems that any theft on the part of em- 
ployés is impossible,’ he said. ‘ And as for 
anything. else—well, there’s nothing there, 
for the men are under the close supervision 
of one of tue firm’s officials.’ I didn’t say 
anything, but I went to work.

~ing room, but I had faith in my new idea. I 


wasn't trained as a spotter then. I simply 
had good eyes, good ears, sound judgment, 
and, as it afterwards proved, an instinctive 
knack of telling when a man is mixed up in 
any wrongdoing. This wasa slim equipment

to start to work, but now it is with me a 
stock in trade that spells independence for 
me.

There is no one thing that can be more 
profitable to a young man than such a study. 
In making it, it is necessary to consider all 
phases of life. He must consider the col- 
lapse of great projects and the overthrow 
of small individual ambitions. Why did De 
Lesseps fail in his mighty task of construct- 
ing the Panama canal? Why did Jones as 
& salesman disappoint his employer? What 
brought about the dreadful -failure of the 
Baring Brothers? Why did. Brown meet 
with disaster as a novelist? What combina- 
tion of circumstances caused Cyrus Field 
to fail in private business after he had 
proved himself a public benefactor by car- 
rying to successful completion the magnifi- 
cent Atlantic cable? All of these things call 
for contemplation and patient analysis.

Every Failure Has Logical Cause. 

Every failure, as well as every success, has 
its logical explanation. There ig no illustra- 
tion so convincing as an illustration taken 
from real life, and n order to make some of 
these things clear a few instances taken at 
random from this workaday world are pre- 
sented for the consideration of the reader. 
Take first the case of two young men about 
the same age and having the same general 
capacity. They resolve to enter a civil serv- 
ice examination in order to obtain a position 
with the United States government. The 
first one obtaining his papers glanced over 
them casually and said to the other: 

“If I don’t get an average of at least 90 
I’ll eat my shirt. It’s easy.” 

The othet, who was slow of thought and 


‘speech, and who acted like a plodder, shook 


bis head as he replied: 

““T hope I'll get through, Its going to take 
some hard study. It’s been six or seven years 
since I left school, and I’m afraid that some 
of these things are not fresh in my mind.” 

They. both entered the examination. No. 1 
made a pitiful failure, while No. 2 came out 
with an average of over 90. The man who 
knew it all forgot to put a period in its proper 
place, and thereby lost a point in the marking 
up. He misspelled several ordinary words, 
he bungled in his arithmetic, and when asked 
to give a specimen of his education in gram- 
mar and English, presented the examiners 
with a slovenly composition, The other man 
was cautious. He put the periods where they 
belonged. He spelled ordinary words cor- 
rectly, and while not perfect on his arith- 
metic. showed car and intelligence. 

The failure of the young map in this civil 
service examination came from overconfi- 
dence. Failure comes to hundreds and thou- 
sands from the same cause. Remember, that 
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a bad case of what the poker pla 
cold feet during that first week in which I 
served as the boss’ eyes, I was @- new 
man, I was self-conscious, Seing in a new 
trade, and before the week was over I felt 
that every man on the floor knew that I 
was there for some purpose besides work-~- 
ing 4s a packer. They didn't, though; it 
was just that feeling on my part. I went 
along for that week without finding a thing 
upon which to base a clew of anything out 
of the ordinary. The shipping clerk was a 
brute to a couple of men under him,.but 
that was nothing. Firms don't pay any one 
to tell them that their overseers are men 
drivers. Such information won't save any 
money for a firm. 

“One of the packers who worked: with 
me was an ex-convict; I discovered that 
within a week. But neither of these facts 
were of any great importance, and I knew 
that | would have to have a fact of big im- 
portance to properly impress the boss. The 
second week passed, and I was no nearer to 
Gnding anything to base hope of steady em- 
ployment than I was at the end of 
the first. But by this time I had managed 
to ingratiate myself into the confidence of 
the men I worked with, and the third week 
s¢w me on the track of something that made 
me gasp, it was so big. The first inkling of 
this clew came to me with a complaint letter 
from an old customer. The complaint was 
over some paint the firm had shipped him. 
The goods were not nearly up to the firm’s 
standard in quality, and would the firm 
please investigate. The firm investigated. 
The shipping and stock clerks showed that 
the regular quality of paint—the firm han- 
died but one—had been shipped. The firm 
wrote the old customer to this effect. He 
anmewered in emphatic language that. he 
knew the last consignment of paint was

In the course of a few months he had 
ground out a piece of historical fiction suffi- 
client to make a book of 300 or 400 pages: He 
sent it to a publisher. To his amazement it 
was returned, with a polite note of rejection. 
He was at a loss to understand what this 
meant, and took it to a friend who had a 
deserved reputation as a critic, The friend 
read the book and said that the cause of its 
rejection was self-evident. He told the man 
who was ambitious to be a novelist that his 
work showed all the faults of superficial 
thought, and that its haphazard style was 
in itself sufficient to cause a rejection. The 
instant intelligent thought, real feeling, or 
genuine comprehension of the meaning of 
the English language was turned on the 
manuscript its plan, its details, and its phras- 
ing crumbled like pound cake, or dissolved 
into glucose covered emptiness. Humanity 
had not been observed; conditions had not 
been studied. Even the noble English tongue, 
which has been a thousand years In the up- 
building, was habitually defiled. 

To be brief, the work showed lack of prop- 
er preparation. If the man had made his 
plans and given the work the thought and 
study that it required he might not, it is 
true, have produced a great novel; but he 
surely would have written one that could 
not be criticised as harshly.

Investigation shows that a large number of 
even the greater millionaires, either in the 
start or at some otner point in their lives, 
profited by tl..s method which includes with 
capability the art of .aaking friends. It was 
exactly such ethics that got Carnegie his 
start. After he had been promoted from the 
post of fireman in the basement of a tele- 
graph company at a :ilary of $2.50 a week to 
work in the office, which varied with that ofa 
district messenger, he happened one day to 
take a telegram to Thomas A. Scott, the dis- 
trict supérintendént of the Pennsylvania 
railroad. Mr. Scott was a stern faced man, 
short of speech, anu severe of discipline. 
Young Carnegie began his friend making 
habit then and there by his attitude, which 
was different from the usurl shuffling one of 
the messenger boy, and by the confident smile 
which he gave him in return for the superin- 
tendent’s glare of Inquiry. 

“Scott saw at a glance that the boy had a 
temperament which was in direct contrast to 
his own, and he took a fancy to him. He 
asked him if- he was satisfied with being a 
messenger boy all his life and heard that at 
odd moments he was studying telegraphy and 
already had learned how to handle a key.

Despite these severe arguments, set forth 
with all the weight of conservatism, Cooper 
dauntlessly persisted, and fortunately had 
the means to put his beliefs to a practical 
test. In 1829 his first born arrived, fashioned 
according to his own plans. This he sent 
from New York to Baltimore by sailboat, and 
upon its arrival discovered to his dismay that 
there were no wheels upon which to mount 
his peculiar prodigy. One Ross Winans, 
however, supplied the lacking necessities and 
the trial trip was made. 

The issue afforded the people a capital 
chance to laugh. The little locomotive ob- ‘ 
stinately refused to move, wheels or no 
wheels, and give the carpers a fine opportu- 
nity to drive home their objections at Coop- 
er’s expense, the joke passing current that 
the visionary enthusiast had an idea he 
could haul passengers and freight with a 
stationary engine. 

Nothing daunted, the philanthropist de- 
cided that the failure was due to defects that 
were easy of cure if given into the keeping 
of competent mechanics. Thus he secured 
the services of George W. Johnson and James 
Mulholland. who were charged to remodel 
the machine regardless of cost, and who thus 
became the mechanical tathers of the first 
really practicable locomotive of America. 
They finished their work in their crude ma- 
chine snoys and christened their progeny 
Ton Thumb. Tom Thumb was destined to 
be the father of a brawny race of iron neroes, 
and he early showed his mettle.

HIS is a talk to stenographers, about 
stenographers, by a stenographer.

SHAT the Jews of-the United States 
late in this month are to celebrate the 
250th anniversary of the first Jewish 
settlement in the new world ts a state- 


ment likely to attract attention. and ; 


wonderment from the average 
reader. There are 1,250,000 Jews now in the 
United States, and New York City has more 


Jews than has any other city in the world. - 


But that there was a Jewish settlement in 


‘America 250: years ago-well, at the least, 


that’s another story. 

To the mind of the average citizen of this 
country there is an impression that the Jew 
never was and never will be a pipneer. This 
impression has been that when the city has 
been built and the marts of trade established 
the Jew has come in, looked about him with 
characteristic shrewdness, and fixed upon 
his successful calling in life. Perhaps {ft ts 
a significant expression enough to quote 4 
Jewish writer in his remark that * Jews, not 
jewels, were the basis for Columbus’ first 
expedition.” Queen Isabella's personal 
jewels long have figured romantically in the 
voyager’s first demonstration of the round- 
ness of the earth, but the truth neverthe- 
less is that the confiscated wealth of Jews 
driven from Spain in 1492 entered much more 
largely into the funds for the expedition. 

+ * 
Jews Came with Columbus. 

Not only this, but the astronomical re- 
searches of the Jews had aided the discoverer 
of the West Indies, just as Jewish influences 
upon the state, and Jewish seamanship in 
the Columbian craft themselves pressed di- 
rectly home upon this greatest discovery 
in the world's history. Luis de Santangel 
and Gabriel Sanchez were Jews whose in- 
fluence upon the crown had much to do with 
Columbus’ salling, and on the three vessels of 
the Columbian fleet were at least five Jews. 
Columbus’ journal, indeed, refers to the his- 
torical fact that on the day before his sail- 
ing from Palos 300,000 Jews left Spain under 
orders of the Catholic monarch, while the 
firat account of his own discoveries in the 
new world were given in a letter to his Jew- 
ish sponsor and patron, Santangel. 

As to the settlement of the Jews in the new 
world it may interest the reader to be told 
that the original John Jacob Astor, founder 
y and its fortunes.in the Wnited 
States, was an employé of a Jew in 1786, beat- 
ing furs in the house of Hayman Levy at 
$l a day. 


Plans .for Gigantic Celebration. 

In celebration of the first Jewish settle- 
ment in America it was arranged at.a meet- 
ing in New York last April that the dates 
Saturday, Nov. 25, and Sunday, Nov. 26, 
should be. set aside as anniversary days. 
Committees were appointed, with Jacob H. 
Schiff chairman of the executive body anda 
genetal body, made up of representative 
Jews from every state and territory and de- 
pendency of the United States, has acted in 
co6peration with It. Asa result of the com- 


‘mittee actions, every Jewish congregation 


in the country and its dependencies is to 
hold appropriate anniversary services on the 
Saturday preceding the national Thanksgiv- 
ing day, while on the following Sunday the 
Jewish Sabbath schools shall take up the 
services adapted to the occasion, thus bring- 
ing the significance of the anniversary home 
to every Jew in the country. 
. * 
- Jews Great in Citizenship. 

“This chief object of the celebration is to 
make plain that the Jew is 4 citizen, and a 
good! citizen, of the United States; that he 
has been a ploneer in more countries than 
one, and that, following the fortunes of these 
countries, he has become a leader in materia] 
and social prosperity; that he has,given his 
,talentsvand his money to the. best interests 
“of those countries where he has had citizen- 
__gk'p; and that in géneral he is a loyal, con- 


_,scientious, dutiful respecter of all that ap- 


pertains to the welfare of the great new 
republic in America, where by ancestry and 
, tradition he is becoming more and more a 
factor and fixture as time and evolution 
ove on. 

- Every fifth person in New York City fsa 
Jew, and New York is the richest city, per 
capita, that exists on the globe. Sixty thou- 
sand Jewish immigrants in a year have 

landed at its port and the two or three other 
eastern ports of entry, where Jewish influ- 


‘ences already there have received the new- 


comers and taken them as pupils of a -néw 
language and a new government and a new 
possibility in life. And with the. United 
States leading all other countries save Rus- 
gia and Austria in Jewish population, the 
American Jew is feeling that, after 250 years 
of residence in this republic, he is entitled 
on this anniversary of his coming to remind 
himself and the world of:his place in the re- 
public, past and present.

Jews Find Foothold in New York. 

About forty years after the settlement of 
Néw Amsterdam the Jews began to arrive 
there. Jacob Barsimon was the first Jew 
whose name has come down as a pioneer 
in the settlement, arriving there on board 
the ship Pear Tree on July 8, 1634. In the 
same year a party of twenty-three others 
came from the West Indies in the bark St. 
Catarina. Peter Stuyvesant was the Dutch 
governor of New Amsterdam and he showed 
an unfriendly spirit toward these arrivals. 
He wrote to the directors of the Dutch West 
India company seeking authoriiy for their 
exclusion. 

Not until April of the following year did 
Stuyvesant hear. from the company. Then 
came the direct refusal to comply with his 
request, based upon the “considerable loss 
that has been sustained by the Jews in the 
taking of Brazil and also because of the 
large amount of capital which they have in- 
vested in the shares of the company.” 
ther, this definite refusal to comply with ine 
governor’ s petition directed that “* they shall 
have permission to sail to and trade in New 
Wetherlands and to live and remain there.”’ 

~ - 


Dutch Company Grants Liberty. 

One year later, In March, 1656, the sub- 
Stance of this communication was repealed 
by the Dutch company. It was directed that 
the Jews should not be allowed to erect a 
synagogue in the settlement; that. they 
should be ineligible to employment in public 
positions; and, further, that they should 
nat be-allowed to engage in retail trade eny- 
where in the settlement. In verblage these 
limitations upon Jewish rights were: 

“‘Jews or Portuguese people, however, 
shall not be employed in any public service 
(to which they are neither admitted in this 
citv). ner allowed to have open reta!! «hona; 
but they may quietly and peacefully carry 
on their business as beforesaid and exercise 
in all quietness their religion within their 


houses, for which end they must without 


doubt ende avor to build: their houses close 
together in a convenient place on one or the 
other side of New Amsterdam —at - their 
choice—as they have done here.” 

In this restriction of trade, however, the 
Jews of the colony .found material profit 
which at the same time redounded to the 
prosperity of the whole colony. They were 
forced to direct their energies toward for- 
elgn and intercolonial trade, and having 
relations through racial ties with almost 
every section of the world they became rur- 
veyors of an endless variety of commodi- 
ties, thus opening the new settlement to 
trade which otherwise might have been long 
in materializing.

Asser Levy Fights for Freedom.

Stuyvesant had neue ¢eitizenship to 
the Jews and in leu of the required military 
service had exacted a tax of them.

Stuyvesant persisted in his demand for 
the tax and Levy appealed'tc headquarters — 
in Holland. The home government there 
seems to have granted his petition, and step 
by step this pathfinder to citizenship car- 
ried up his grievances, finally to become 
the first Jewish citizen of ne apianideine new re- 
public in the new world. 

The Puritan life ‘of New Engiand did not 
appeal to the early Jewish comer. Rhcde 
Island, under the influences of Reger Will-' 
iams, made room fcr many of the semi- 
refugees from the New Amsterdam settle- 
ment. Pennsylvania cflered inducements to 
Jewish settlements, and gradually the Jew- 
ish Immigraticn fixed itself all down the

Gigantic Strides. of “american jews. 
On the occasion of this 250th anniversary 
of the first settlement of the Jews in New 


Amsterdam there are a million andaquarter 


representatives of the race in the United 
States. New York state alone contains more 
than one-third of these people. Pennsy!- 


vania has one-fifth of the total Jewish popu- 


lation and Illinois has another one-fifth. In 
Illinois, even under the French rule, there 
were Jewish residents. However, the first au- 
thentic reference to a Jewish settlement in 
Chicago dates from 1841, perhaps four years 
after the city’s charter was granted. “Henry 
Mayer was the first Jew to buy land in Cook 
county in 1847. The first Jewish organization 
in the county was 
Ground society,’ established in 1845. Here 
the Kehillat Anshe Ma’arab society was or- 
ganized in 1847 as the oldest Jewish congre- 
gation In the northwest country. B’na! 
Sholom followed in 1852, and in 1858 the Jew- 
ish Reform association was organized and 
the Sinai congregation was a result in 1861. 

At the present time there are more than 
fifty Jewish congregations in Chicago. The 
Jewish educational institutions, hospitais, 
and charities are to be counted only as the 
needs exist for them. The medical, legal, 
musical, and art world in this second city 
of the union are well represented by. Jews, 
and in sixteén other cities and towns.of the 
state are Jewish communities. Everywhere 
in every work of community interest and 
standing the Jew is representative of ..ue best 
that individual and collective effort may ac- 
complish.

Establish Schools in Homes. 
Contemporaneously with the first syna- 


gogue In the New Amsterdam colony, which 


at that time was New York, the Jews estab- 
lished schools. First of these were in pri- 
vate houses, but soon afterward.a school 
was established in connection with the syna- 
gogue itself, where religious training and 
Hebrew and English courses were estab- 
lished. For secular education in general .1e 
ordinary schools were resorted to, most of 
these under the Roman Catholic or Protes- 
tant churches. 

In 1848 the Hebrew Education society was 
founded in Philadéiphia, with the purpose 
of taking pupils through the grammar grades 
in secular education, and also to inculcate 
religious principles and a knowledge of the 
Hebrew tongue. In 1864 the Jews of New 
York established the incorporated Hebrew 


Krés School association, atid ffom this move-* 


ment: sprang other schools threughout the 
country designed to afford free instruction 


to the children of the Jewish centers of popu- . 


lation... 


Jews Great ‘te Charity Work. 

. Always in the United States the Jews have 
been congratulated upon the efficient manner 
in* which they have, distributed charity to 
their ‘own.’ It was one of the provisions for 
tolerance of the Jews in the New Netherlands 


‘that’ they care for their own poor, that they 


should not. become burdens upon the gentile 
community. This lesson was well learned 
and the works of the leaders in Jewish chart- 
tiés stfll follow them. 

As a modern development in. the dispensing 
of Jewish charities the organization of the 
National Conference of Jewish Charities is 
a factor. It was founded’in Cincinnati! In 
1899 and embraced forty. relief societies. 


Its object is to promote reforms in adminis- 
‘tration and uniformity of action without in- 


terfering with the work of any local society. 

“There are at present fifteen homes for 
orphats, or societies for their care, in tke 
United States; twelve homes for the aged, 
and nine hospitals. Itis estimated that there 
are 598 Jewish’ philanthropic organizations 
in the United States.” -

Effect of Living Lie. : 

It would be interesting to discuss how the 
character of the colored man or woman who 
pursues such a course must necessarily be 
affected by the continuous deception prac- 
ticed. An ineident related by a colored 
woman may throw some light on this sub- 
ject. Her grandfathér, who was white, was 
forced against. his will into the confederate 
army. All of his children were colored; 
though they showed no traces of belonging 
to their mother's race. When he entered the 
army this white father of colored children 
took his eldest son with him. The father 
was killed. “A soldier in the confederate 
army, his colored son was naturally supposed 
to be white, and he continued to play the 
role of white man after the war. He married 
into one of the most aristocratic families of 
a cértain southérn state. In spite of forty 
years of exile from his colored mother’s fam- 
ily the desire to see his ohly lMving brother 
and sister and their children became so great 
that he journeyed east recently to gratify 
it.

How Not to Advertise 
iis You Want Results. 


By H.R. 


Y first job as advertising writer and 

manager of the mail order depart- 

ment of a large western firm, where I 

actually received $12 a, week. I will 

passe over, as it was ‘similar to my 
second job, only worse, much worse. 

My second job was with a large concern 
known wherever the English language is 
spoken. They were spending, the year I was 
with them, about $60,000 for space, mainly 
tn magazines, but a little in the largest news- 
papers also, No other form of advertising 
was used except catalogues, follow up let- 
ters, and other printed matter. 

My duties were. to. write advertisements 
and also work on getting up other printed 
matter; to read proof on all advertisements 
and see that they appéared as ordered; look 
after keeping the advertising records in 
shape; properly check up the advertise- 
ments as they appeared; audit all bills for 
advertising space, approve same, and send 
them to.the treasurer. 


My salary was $20 per week to start, witha 
promise of $25 later on. The advertisements 
of schools of advertising mentioning salaries 
of $25. to $100 per week are as the snare of 
the fowler. I was a student of one of the 
best of those schools; but the knowledge that 
was of real, practical use to me was not what 
they taught me, although they gave much 
excellent instruction in its way, but what I 
found of use was what I had learned long be- 


fore working. as a “ kid" in a print shop. 


There I learned type and the difference be- 
tween a half tone and a zinc etching, and a 
thousand and one practical points afterwards 
of use to me. .

Dyspepsia Affects the Business. 

My second job was a goed job. I liked 
the work. I was well treated in many ways. 
and the pay was good. I reported directly 
to the secretary of the concern and my office 
adjoined his. This secretary suffered with 
dyspepria or something, and before many 


days I could tell by the first glimpse I got . 


of him in the morning whether the voyage 
that day would be smooth or troubled. It 
was one extreme or the other. 

I wrote copy industriously, which was sub- 
mitted to the secretary for revision. His 
idea of ad copy Was that it should be like 
the firm, dignified, and conservative, and 
high. grade. Fortunately, space was ued 
liberally, so I did not have that trouble to 
wrestie with, as in my first job. ‘The secre- 
tary inais that the ads bring ample re- 
turns. The fact, was that the business de- 
pended directly upon the returns from ad- 
vertisements. The firm’s main competitor

but they went out after business any way 
to get it, and gotit “Their ads were full of

if my copy eyer got by the secretary it was 
submitted for further revision to three other 
officers. One was.a sort of “master of pub- 
Heity ""—I ynever found out what his ‘duties 
were beyond drawing a good salary and 
being related tg the president—and the vice 
president, dnd finally the president. 

One or thesé men wanted the copy to be in 
the largest size of type, to fill a Jarge page 
with the words, “‘ WE ARE IT.” The sec- 


.ond man wanted all the matter that could 


possibly be solidly crowded into the space, 
using the smallest size of type; and the third 
man did not know what he wanted, except 
that he always disagreed with the other 
two and was partial to illustrated ads. 

In trying to satisfy these four men I 
earned my twenty a week. It was.worth a 
great deal more than that to try to educate 
them in the rudiments of the names and sizes 
of type and the other technical words used in 
printing. By the time my poor copy got 
through that mill there was not mitch left 
of any force, originality, or personality tt 
might. have had in the start. The strangest 
fact ie that some of my copy acttally did 
go through that gantlet, though I must 
confess its own father hardly knew it after 
that process. 

These men knew three sizes of type—small, 
large, and sometimes “medium sized." As 
to type faces they knew blackface or bold, 
“ ordinary,” -and that was all. Gothic, De 
Vinne, Elzevir, antique, old style, clarendon, 
black letter, condensed, extended, pica, non- 
pareil, agate, and all the rest, was a strange 
language to them.

Finish ery Into Sight. 

The advertising forms of the monthly mag- 
azines close a month to six weeks ahead of 
_the Gate of issue. Therefore copy for 4 Sep- 
tember magazine must be sent In and proof 
approved not later than the first of August. 
Sending in copy for ads was always put off. 
until the latest possible moment. No one 
knows why. 

Naturally the results of an. ad cannot be 
known for a couple of mionths at least, and 
six months is none too mueh time to find 
out whether an ad man is making good or 
not. But I had been working hardly six 
weeks before the secretary began to com- 
plain that business was not what it should 
he.. I suggeeted that May and Jane we

Finally one day the aecrotary happened to 
notice that in my “ dummy” of ads T indi- 
cated the size of type by the point system, 
and he asked me what I meant by 12 point, 
60 point, etc. He had been in charge of the 
advertising of the firm amounting to over.

The situation of this young man in brief is 
that at 24 years old he has helther money 
nor a recognized calling making him in de- 
mand in the business and industrial world. 
He knows bookkeeping, but he ddesn't want 
to be a bookkeeper. He can manage the 
teaming department of any business, per- 
haps, but he wouldn't have the job. He may 
be an organizer and an executive. but he has 
demonstrated it only In oné busfnesg in oné 
of the most restricted flelds. At his agé he 
scarcely would be tempted to return to a 
study of law. 

In the business world, where his ambitions 
lie, he seeks the opportunity to demonstrate 
his talents as an executive having a wide 
field of opportunity. Today, except through 
a tremendous influénce, hé has small show 
in this age of specially trained men to step 
into something at once avorthy of his ambi- 
tions and hopes.

No Field Open for Him. - 

The manager of one of the biggest mercan- 
tile institutions in the world put the proposi- 
tion into a paragraph not long ago. 

“Where do ‘we get most of our big men? 
We grow them.” 

“ But not every individual of them?” I sug- 
gested. 

“No,” he said, stroking his chin, thought- 
fully; *‘ whenever another house grows a bet- 
ter one than we can, we take him away at a 
bigger salary than that house can pay.” 

Phis business principle. holds good through 
the long liste of workers in almost any line, 
but there is virtually no field from which an 
offer may come to this young man. He is in 
the position of a man equipped for making 
something by a siow hand method when the 
manufacture of the thing long ago passed to a 
machine, which, looked after by a boy, can 
accomplish a hundred times the labor of his 
hands. But at 24 years old no man should 
nurse discouragement. For instance, some of 
the best students of the day are night school 
men. Find out where you wish to go; discover 
if you. are physically and mentally fit for the 
going; then go, prepared to die trying if yosg 
must.

One of the best plans for cutting a princess of this 
corselet length is to extend a plaited skirt upward. A 
pattern which allows for fitting the plaits in at the waist 
line and for springing out enough to take in the hips 
below will admit of springing again for the bust, and all 
that is necessary to adapt such a pattern is to extend it 
to the lengthy needed. The adjusting of the plaits at the 
waist line is not as difficult as would be imagined. All the 
cloth is cut out underneath so as to leave nothing of 
bulk. In the skirt the plaite are extended low in the 
front and higher in the back to give the same line that 
looks best in the ordinary skirt. Deep plaits, allowing 
for yards and yards of goods to fall around the feet, are 
put into these gowns. ps 

Another good pattern to use for cutting them {is that 
of an elongated circular skirt in which there is extra 
fuliness to be plaited in about the hips. This fullness, laid 
in tucks, is easily formed into a corselet, with the ad- 


vantage that they do not have to be disposed of far below 
the waist. One gown, which fs princess In effect rather 
than actually, is that which has a deep girdle and narrow 
front width cut all in one. There are darts which ft 
this girdle where seams would extend down if it was a 
skirt, and the way to cut it would be from a tight fitting 
girdle pattern, tae center front plece of which could be 
run down. This offers a way of bringing an ordinary 
skirt into the princess fashions by adding the front width 
and girdle in plastron fashion. 

Empire effects are introduced into princess designs 
likewise, and a gown by Doucet has the goods carried 
up to the. bust Iine in front without being fitted in tightly. 
There was a lace bolero to meet it,. which extended 
straight across and apparently had no opening. This, 
again, was partly covered with fichu drapery of the 
goods, which was a pale violet crépe de chine. Two 
deep Van Dyked points of the same lace as the bolero 
were upon the skirt. Large roses of violet chiffon headed 
the lace, alternating between the points. A black velvet 
Princess gown had the narrow front width which was 
flaring at the bottom shirred both fn the middle and on 
the side seams from a point considerably below the waist 
to well up on the bust. This did not fit into the figure 
tightly, and gave something of a straight front effect.

One of the easiest ways of extending an ordinary gored 
skirt pattern into a corselet effect is by little crosswise 
wrinkles In the side. The front width is extended easily 


into a tight fitting effect, and the more difficult side 
widths are cut long enough to be wrinkled across and 
drawn into the plain front in the shape of a girdle. This 
wrinkled girdle effect is extended all around to the back, 
with bones put In to hold it close at the seams. 

The tunic is another fashion which is much seen on 
both dress models ‘and in street and cloth gowns. The 
double skirt, simulating a tunic, is seen on the dressiest 
of two piece street costumes, and a new fancy in supply- 
ing such suits with a blouse that is dressy enough to wear 
anywhere is carried out by means of the new chiffon cloth.

Unlike other broiled meats, pork tenderloin 
should be cooked several minutes before it 
is eaten. Broil over gas for twenty to twen- 
ty-five minutes, and turn every two minutes. 
Lay upon a hot dish, sprinkle with salt and 
pepper and with lemon juice, and dot with 
bits of butter. Cover closely and allow it to 

. stand for ten minutes before serving. Pass 
with it hot unsweetened apple sauce. 

A PLEASANT CHANGE from pork and 
beans is to boll and strain through a colander 
@ quart of white beans. Heat in a saucepan 
a quarter cupful of butter, a tablespoonful 
of chopped parsley, and a leaf or two of mint 
chopped fine. Stir in the beans and toss the 
mixture in the pan until hot. Heap on a 
platter with slices of broiled bacon around 
the edge. 

TO CRISP BACON to the point that it 
breaks in the mouth, and so that there is 
about it not a suspicion of grease, cook on a 
hot ifon pan, turning frequently and pour- 
ing off the melted grease as it gathers. 
When brown lift it out carefully on a soft 
paper and set in the oven to dry. It will 
be clear enough of grease to serve on a nap- 
kin if prepared in this way. 

A DELICIOUSLY DELICATE DRESSING 
to be used for crab meat, any fisn, but more 
particularly the flaked up fish that is left 
over, or to pour over an emergency lunch- 
eon dish of eggs boiled hard and cut length- 
wise, is sauce mornay. It is prepared by 
making a white sauce of butter and flour 
in equal parts stirred over the fire into a 
soup and diluted with hot milk.

This is especially a good 
way to manage fritters. made of oysters, 
corn, salmon, mushrooms, or any material 
in which the flavor depends upon scanting 
the proportion of flour—a feat which is 
hardly possible tn the ordinary way of fry- 
ing fritters. Any ingredient mixed up with 
a cream sauce may have enough bread 
crumbs added to admit of its packing firm- 
ly in the clam shells. The shell and filling 
are then dipped In beaten egg and dropped 
into the kettle.

Soups — 
CELERY SOUP.—This is a delicious soup 
that is easily prepared and cheap. Take half 
a bunch of celery, using root and outer stalks, 
which are the strongest in flavor. Boil these 
about three-quarters of an hour with a little 
chopped onion. When soft, press it through 
a sieve and add a pint of milk. When about 
to boil add a tablespoonful of flour and cook 
till it thickens, stirring all the time, and at 
the last add a tablespoonful of butter. Serve 
with croutons of bread or oyster crackers. 
TURNIP SOUP.—Boil six small turnips 
until soft enough to rub through a sieve.

New York.—[Special Correspondence. ]—~ 
London sends two plays to divide New 
York's cultured attention. One comes labeled 
fit to be seen and thé other unfit. Our Eng- 
lish cousins recommend the virtue of “ Veron- 
ique ’—and their awn, too—by reminding us 
of 500 performances in London; and, even 
before the mayor of New Haven and the 
police commissioner of New York raised a 
row over “Mrs. Warren's Profession," the 


. lord chamberlain had prevented other than a 


private representation in England. 

And it is odd to the habit of our minds that 
the pure one of these plays originated in 
wicked Paris. ‘‘ Veronique" is a return to 
opera comique in the manner of Offenbach 
and Von Suppe. It has music by André 
Messagor to delight people who deplore rag- 
time. Messagor is a Londoner by long real- 
dence as director of grand opera at Covent 
Garden. He came here to conduct the orches- 
tra. With him was the entire London cém- 
pany; so no risk of losing success by un- 
practiced talent wastaken. That was wise, 
for “*‘ Veronique ”’ is so dainty in music and 
delicate in story that a jolt of unreadiness 
‘might have broken it up hopelessly. A quite 
usual maid .of comic opera land, betrothed 
unsentimentally to a pobleman, disguises 
herself as a simple flower girl and wins his 
love. And if you seoff at such convention- 
ality then the revival of operetta in its eld 
form is not for you. 

—_> 

You may have seen the Ruth Vincent, who 
came across the Atlantic with “ The Rose 
of Persia,” or lHkelier two years ago in 
“The Medal and the Maid,” and if so you 
know she is a flower among flowers when I 
tell you‘that “ Veronique” is altogether 
floral in its settings. At first thereis a Paris 
flower shop which the tenor buys out so 
that the salesgiris may go into the woods 
with him for a picnic, and then they find that 
the forest is a bower of apple blossoms, into 
which Veronique Vincent tides on a posy 
decked donkey, from whose back she sings. 
Soon afterwards she delivers a baliad from 
the floral swing, that looks to be a part of 
the verdure, and later, when she and the 
chorus women sway rhythmicaliy to typify 
lilies, the wh.te of her raiment is showered 
with the leaves of pinks. Even the soldiers 
in the concluding ecene at the ‘Tuieries put 
off their sworde and arm themselves with 
‘branches of lilac. 

Nevertheless, this play, to whieh first 
nighters fied from the foulness of “ Mrs. 
Warren's Profession,” has in each act a 
dozen lines at least of that double meaning 
which the French relish and which is apt to 
become gross in Engli:sh translation. What 
were half shades in the original of Vanloo 
and Duval are pale rose, possibly, on the 
surface, but are scarlet In the lin:ng. .“* Ver- 
onique’s’”’ pastoral pyurism does not. exclude 
such f@n as a:ises from an elderly baroness 
tumbling off a donkey and what her mishap 
reveals, especially her peculiarity of legs. 
However, we don’t see them, All we know 
about them is what the waggish comedians 
tell us. And, take it altogether, this show is 
as clean as it is beautiful.

Warren’s Profession" anywhere 
reached you by telegraph. You know al- 
ready that the theater was filled not only,

official attention to the drama has kept it 
in the news dispatches, There is no new 
call, #0 far ag] can see, to discuss the qual+ 
ity of ..G Shaw's rposes. 
But the plain fact is pertinent that, whether 
he did it with sordid or ethical intent, he 
wrote this play to shock the mora! sense of 
the public. The question raised in it In 
whether it is any wickeder to sell a gir! in 
unioving matrimony than to sell her in the 
open market of lust. Mrs. Warren's “ pro- 
fession’”’ is the awful business of traffic in 
girls; and when her own daughter, whom 
she has reared safely separate, learns of 
her infamy and berates her for it she makes 
a defense so replete with specious argyments 
that it constitutes a plea for vice as being 
no worse than some ferms of virtue. 

The illustrative case is that of a low born 
English woman, the Mrs. Warren, who has 
seen one sister drudged to death in an un- 
healthy factory and another “ sell herself ’’ 
in wedlock to a noblemdn. As to herself, 
she makes a fortune by running in several 
European cities what in New York are nick- 
named Raines law hotels. As a character 
she is drawn strongly as a composite of good 
and evil—as true to life as most stage figures 
are falge. Equally masterful as a human 
study is Miss Warren, for she is not a gir! 
in whom purity means unsophistication, but 
one with a full understanding and a clear 
view of her mother’s business, which some 
one has described as ‘the oldest profes 
sion in the world.”

Mrs. and Miss Warren are great rdéles 
dramatically, dominating all the others in 
the play, and giving rare opportunities for 
two actresses to help their professional re- 
pute and hurt themselves personally. The 
women who thus distinguish themselves 
equiyocally are Mary’ Shaw and Chrystal 
Herne; and it is not impertinent to say that 
socially, morally, and intellectually they are 
women for the stage to be proud of. Miss 
Shaw has been appreciated by the best peo- 
ple who go to theaters for her far reaching 
sympathy with good dramatic literature, 
from the poetry of Shakspeare’s Rosalind 
and Desdemona to the realism of Isben’s Mrs. 
Alving and Hedda Gabler. Now as Mrs. 
Warren she carries most of her audience 
quite out of its wary curiosity to demonstra- 
tive enthusiasm for her searching art. Miss 
Herne has the bent of her father, James A. 
Herne, for the brainier forms of the drama. 
A report spread through the electrically sur- 
charged theater Monday night that she was 
so distressed by the savage censure of Shaw's 
play as to be on the verge of nervous collapse 
and that an understudy was kept ready to 
take her place. However, she got through 
with her bad job brilliantly. The conversa- 
tion between Mrs. and Miss Warren, foul in 
subject and not cleaned up in the language, 
was made eloquent by Miss Shaw and Miss 
Herne, 

There ie no bad behavior in *‘ Mrs. War- 
ren's Profession " other than the discussion 
in public of a subject commonly under taboc 
between the sexes inp private. There is none 
of the brazen show of women that is accept- 
ed casually in extravaganza; nor a serio- 
comic wanton, as in “ Zaza’; nor a degen- 
erate girl, as in *“* Sapho "’; nor an emotional- 
ly suffering creature to idealize vice, as in 
‘Camille,’ There i no sereuai alilurement 
in the Shaw play. The repulsive aspects of 
sin are shown, to the utter exclusion of 
anything in the least aturactive. A mental 
tragedy is prevented, without recourse to 
any phpsical demonstration qf ite abhorrent 
matter. I am glad it is net for me to decide 
upon a suppression of * Mre,. Warren's Fro- 
fession.”" I would not Iike to be the one to 
prevent people from seeing it if they wish to, 
And it cannot possibly do any immorai harm. 


“ Certainly I do not consider that the im- 
preper female should be forbidden the stage,” 
said George Bernard Shaw to an interviewer 
Do you forget that I am the author of three 
unpleasant plays?

Precious Metal Collected from Floors 
and Even Water. 


HE waste of gold in a manufacturing 

jJeweler's premises is likely to be so 

. conelderable that the. most stringent 

measures have to be taken to avoid 

lose by reason of the gold dust falling 

to the floor, getting caught in the workers’ 

clothes, getting washed off his hands, and in 
many other ways.. 

Some time ago a gold and silver manufac- 
turing firm had occasion.to ‘put. in a new 
floor in ite working room, and the man who 
made the change took the old floor in pay- 


ment of his work, and was well paid. 


*.In the process of manufacture it is impos- 
sible to avoid smal! particles of the pre- 
clous metal flying upon the floor, where they 
are trodden into the crevices until the floor 
is saturated with them. The floor ina manu- 
facturing jeweler’s workshop which has be- 
come so worn that it must be replaced oon- 
tains fully sufficient gold to pay for a new 
one. The sweepings are sent to the refiner 
for the gold to be extracted. 

The process of extracting the gold from 
these sweepings is simple. They are burnt, 
and the ashes are carefully tollected. The 


buyer selects samples here and there, taking | 


a portion from every part of the heap. 
These he weighs, puts through a grinder and 
sieye, then thoroughly mixes the product, 
takes a ple of: it, weighs it, refines. it.
